Culture — The  soil  best  suited  to  the  culture  of  the  beet  is 
that  which  is  rather  light,  provided  it  is  thoroughly  mixed  with 
manure.  If  wanted  very  early,  sow  in  hotbeds  and  transplant; 
but  for  main  crop  sow  in  the  Spring  as  soon  as  the  ground  be- 
comes fit  to  work,  in  drills  18  inches  apart  and  two  inches  deep. 
For  winter  use  sow  as  late  as  June.  When  the  plants  have  at- 
tained three  or  four  inches  in  height,  thin  out  so  that  they 
stand  five  or  six  inches  apart.  Keep  free  from  weeds.  Before 
freezing  weather  sets  in,  the  roots  may  be  stored  in  cellars  or 
pits,  same  as  Potatoes;  dry  earth  thrown  over  them  before  the 
straw  and  earth  covering  is  put  on  insures  their  keeping  over 
winter.

Allow  the  plant  to  grow  until  November,  keep- 
ing free  from  weeds  and  watering  if  necessary. 

Then  take  up  the  roots  and  trim  off  the  leaves 
to  about  1%  inches  from  the  neck,  break  off  any 
shoots  which  may  appear  on  sides  of  root,  and 
shorten  lower  end  so  that  all  will  be  of  a uni- 
form length  of  8 to  10  inches.  Then  plant  in  a 
trench  16  to  18  inches  deep,  placing  the  roots  up- 
right, about  iy2  inches  apart.  This  will  leave 
the  necks  of  the  roots  about  8 inches  below  the 
level  of  the  ground.  Fil  up  the  trench  with  good, 
light,  well-drained  soil,  and,  if  speedy  growth  of 
any  portion  of  the  crop  is  desired,  it  may  be  ac- 
complished by  covering  with  a layer  of  manure 
at  least  16  inches  deep.  In  about  4 to  5 weeks 
the  leaves  may  be  taken  off  and  roots  dug  up. 

The  blanched  head  is  the  edible  portion,  and  should  be  cut  off, 
leaving  a portion  of  the  neck  attached  to  it.  Whitloof  is  eat- 
en raw  or  as  a salad,  and  is  also  sometimes  cooked  like  ordi- 
nary Endive.

For  medium  light,  loamy  or  sandy  land.  Peanuts  are  one  of 
the  most  profitable  crops  that  can  be  grown.

In  addition  to  the  yield  of  nuts,  they 
yield  quite  largely  of  nutritious  forage,  and  will  yield  ordinar- 
ily about  a ton  of  excellent  dry  forage  per  acre,  in  addition  to 
the  crop  of  nuts. 

Culture — Peanuts  should  be  shelled  before  planting.  They 
should  be  planted  in  May  or  early  June,  in  rows  about  two 
and  one-half  to  three  feet  apart,  dropping  the  nuts  eight  to 
ten  inches  apart,  one  in  a hill.  Cover  one  or  two  inches  deep. 
Cultivate  three  or  four  times  with  a cultivator,  so  as  to  loosen 
the  earth  and  keep  down  weeds,  and  at  the  last  working,  with  a 
small  turn-plow  throw  the  dirt  to  the  nuts.  Do  not  cultivate 
too  late  in  the  season,  as  late  cultivation  is  likely  to  injure  the 

formation  of  the  nuts.  It  is  also 
advisable  to  make  an  application 
of  lime,  scattering  it  on  top  of 
the  row  just  after  planting,  and 
to  use  a top-dressing  of  land  plas- 
ter just  after  the  last  working. 
Peanuts  require  plenty  of  lime  to 
make  first-class  nuts,  and  the  use 
of  lime  and  plaster  as  above 
mentioned  is  recommended  by  the 
most  successful  growers. 

In  harvesting,  plow  the  Pea- 
nuts and  then  stack  against 
stakes  stuck  into  the  ground,  the 
roots  with  the  Peanuts  on  them 
to  the  centre,  and  the  leaves  out- 
side.

About  the  first  of 
May  the  plants  may  be  set  out  in  the  open  ground,  in  hills  three 
or  four  feet  apart,  each  way.

ANNUALS,  AND  HOW  TO  GROW  THEM 

Annual  plants  are  those  that  you  must  sow  each  year.  The 
taid  perennials  I want  for  the  main  and  permanent  effects 
i my  garden,  but  I could  no  more  do  without  annuals  than 
could  do  without  the  spices  and  the  condiments  at  the  table. 
Of  the  kinds  of  annuals  there  is  almost  no  end.  This  does 
ot  mean  that  all  are  equally  good.  For  myself  I like  to  make 
be  bold  effects  with  a few  of  the  old  profuse  and  reliable  kinds, 
like  whole  masses  and  clouds  of  them.  Then  the  other  kinds 
like  to  grow  in  smaller  areas  at  one  side,  in  a half  experi- 
lental  way.  There  is  no  need  of  trying  to  grow  equal  quan- 
ities  of  all. 

For  the  main  and  bold  effects  I want  something  that  I can 
epend  on.  There  I do  not  want  to  experiment.  Never 
11  a conspicuous  place  with  a kind  of  plant  you  have  never 
rown. 

The  kinds  I like  best  are  the  ones  easiest  to  grow.  Zinnia, 
’etunia,  Marigold,  Four  O’clock,  Sunflower,  Phlox,  Scabiosa. 
weet  Sultan,  Bachelor’s  Button,  Verbena,  Calendula,  Caliopsis, 
lorning-glory,  Nasturtium,  Sweet  Peas — these  are  some  of 
he  kinds  that  are  surest.  I do  not  know  where  the  investment 
f five  cents  will  bring  as  great  reward  as  in  a packet  of  seeds 
f any  of  these  plants. 

Make  the  soil  rich  and  fine  and  soft  and  deep,  just  as  you 
rould  for  radishes  or  onions.  There  are  some  plants  for  which 
he  soil  can  be  made  too  rich,  of  course,  but  most  persons  do 
ot  err  in  this  direction.  The  finer  and  more  broken  down  the 
lanure  the  better.  Spade  it  in.  Mix  it  thoroughly  with  the 
oil.  If  the  soil  is  clay-like,  see  that  fine  manure  is  thoroughly 
lixed  with  the  surface  layer  to  prevent  “baking.” 

First  and  last,  I have  grown  practically  every  annual  offer- 
d in  the  American  trade.  It  is  surprising  how  few  of  the  un- 
ommon  or  little-known  sorts  really  have  great  merit  for  gen- 
ral  purposes.  There  is  nothing  yet  to  take  the  place  of  the 
ld-time  groups,  such  as  Amaranths,  Zinnias,  Calendulas,  Da- 
iras,  Balsams,  Annual  Pinks,  Candytufts,  Bachelor’s  Buttons, 
i/all-flower,  Larkspurs,  Petunias,  Gaillardias,  Snapdragons, 
ocks-combs,  Lobelias,  Coreopsis  or  Calliopsis,  California  Pop- 
ies,  Four  O’clocks,  Sweet  Sultans,  Phloxes,  Mignonettes,  Sca- 
iosas,  Nasturtiums,  Marigolds,  China  Asters,  Salpiglossis,  Ni- 
'.Dtianas,  Pansies,  Portulacas,  Castor  Beans,  Poppies,  Sunflow- 
rs,  Verbenas,  Stocks,  Alyssums,  and  such  good  old  running 
lants  as  Scarlet  Runners,  Sweet  Peas,  Convolvuluses,  Ipomeas, 
asturtiums,  Balloon  Vines,  Cabaeas,  etc. 

For  bold  mass-displays  of  color  in  the  rear  parts  of  the 
rounds  or  along  the  borders,  some  of  the  coarser  species  are 
esirable.  My  own  favorites  for  such  use  are:  Sunflower  and 
astor  Bean  for  the  back  rows;  Zinnias  for  bright  effects  in 
re  scarlets  and  lilacs;  African  Marigolds  for  brilliant  yellows; 
icotianas  for  whites;  Larkspurs  for  blues. 

For  lower-growing  and  less  gross  mass-displays,  the  follow- 
lg  are  good;  California  Poppies  for  oranges  and  yellows; 
;weet  Sultans  for  purples,  whites  and  pale  yellows;  Petunias 
Lr  purples,  violets  and  whites;  Bachelor’s  Buttons  (or  Corn- 
owers)  for  blues;  Calliopsis  and  Coreopsis  and  Calendulas  for 
iellows;  Gaillardias  for  red-yellows;  China  Asters  for  many 
: ilors. 

For  still  less  robustness  good  mass-displays  can  be  made 
, 'ith  the  following:  Alyssums  and  Candytufts  for  whites; 

; hloxes  for  whites  and  various  pinks  and  reds;  Lobelias  and 
[ rowallias  for  blues;  Pinks  for  whites  and  various  shades  of 
-ink;  Stocks  for  whites  and  reds;  Wall-flowers  for  brown-yel- 
">ws;  Verbenas  for  many  colors. 

If  flowers  of  any  annual  are  wanted  extra  early,  the  seeds 
s rould  be  started  indoors. 

A number  of  the  very  late-flowering  annuals  should  also  be 
parted  indoors  for  best  success  in  the  northern  States,  as,  for 
(sample,  the  Moonflowers  and  the  tall-growing  kinds  of  Cos- 
I ios. 

Of  late  years  there  has  been  a strong  movement  to  introduce 
I:  le  hardy  perennials  into  general  cultivation.  This  is  certainly 
I ) be  encouraged  everywhere,  since  it  adds  a feeling  of  per- 
manency and  purposefulness  that  is  needed  in  American  gar- 
tens.  Yet  I should  be  sorry  if  this  movement  were  to  obscure 
le  importance  of  the  annuals. — By  Prof.  L.  H.  Bailey. 

RAISING  HARDY  PERENNIALS  FROM 
SEED 

Hardy  perennials  are  easily  grown  from  seed.  In  many 
l-  ises  they  are  a little  slower  than  annuals,  but  with  intelligent 
tire  they  are  successfully  raised,  and  from  seed  is  an  excellent 
| ay  to  get  up  a big  stock  of  perennials  in  a short  time.  Many 
[irrennials,  if  sown  in  spring,  bloom  the  first  year  from  seed 
is  freely  as  annuals.  Others  wait  a year;  that  is,  if  sown  this 
par  they  don’t  bloom  until  the  next  year. 

; The  seeds  may  be  sov/n  in  Spring  or  in  Summer.  In  Spring 
le  sowings  may  be  made  in  the  window,  the  hot  bed,  the  cold 
| ame,  the  greenhouse  or  in  the  open  ground  out  of  doors.  In 
le  window  prepare  pots  or  flower-pans  or  small,  shallow, 
} ooden  boxes  or  flats;  fill  to  one-third  their  depth  with  fine 
i -oken  cinders  or  broken  pots,  and  over  this  place  a thin 
b.yer  of  moss,  chopped  straw  or  rough  siftings  from  the  soil 
Lli  keep  the  dirt  from  clogging  the  drainage;  then  fill  up  to 
ithin  one-half  or  three-quarter  inches  of  the  brim  with  fine 
|;  ee,  mellow  soil,  with  thin  layer  of  very  fine  soil  over  it.  Tamp 
le  pot  on  table  to  firm  the  soil  a little.  Now  sow  the  seed 
I renlv,  and  shake  a very  little  fine  soil  over  it;  press  it  all 
I re r with  the  back  of  the  hand  or  a board,  then  water  gently 
trough  a fine  spray  or  rose;  this  done  strew  a litte  fine  earth 
ver  all.  In  the  case  of  very  fine  seeds  covering  only  enough 


to  hide  the  seed  is  plenty,  but.  Pinks,  Gaillardias  and  other 
rougher  seeded  sorts  one-eighth  inch  deep  of  covering  may  be 
given.  Keep  the  seed  pots  in  a warm,  sunny  window,  but  shad- 
ed with  a thin  curtain  from  drying  sunshine.  A sheet  of  paper 
laid  over  the  pot  at  thie  time  prevents  over-drying,  but  when 
the  sunshine  passes,  take  off  the  paper,  else  damp  or  mold  will 
set  in.  A pane  of  glass  laid  over  the  pots  or  flats  until  germ- 
ination appears  is  an  excellent  preservative  of  the  moisture  in 
the  soil  ,but  always  tilt  it  up  at  one  side  one-eighth  of  an  inch 
or  more.  When  the  seedlings  come  up,  give  them  more  light 
by  keeping  them  close  to  the  glass  and  before  they  overcrowd 
one  another  or  become  spindly,  transplant  them  into  other 
pots  or  flats,  three-quarters  or  one  inch  apart  from  one  an- 
other, according  to  their  size  and  strength.  As  the  Weather 
gets  mild,  by  placing  the  seedlings  in  a cool  and  airier  place, 
as  on  the  porch  or  a sheltered  place  out  of  doors,  they  become 
fairly  inured  to  the  open  weather,  and  when  they  are  large 
enough  for  final  transplanting  set  them  out  in  the  garden. 

The  amateur  may  have  more  success  and  less  bother  grow- 
ing hardy  perennials  from  seeds  sown  in  the  open  ground 
than  in  any  other  way.  Prepare  a bed  in  a nice,  warm,  shel- 
tered spot  in  the  garden,  preferably  not  very  sunny;  let  the 
surface  of  the  bed  be  raised  four  or  five  inches  above  the  gen- 
eral level,  and  the  soil  be  a mellow,  free,  fine  earth  on  the 
surface.  Draw  shallow  rows  across  the  surface  of  the  bed, 
three  to  four  inches  ‘apart,  and  here  sow  the  seed,  keeping  the 
varieties  of  one  kind  or  nature  as  much  together  as  practica- 
ble; cover  the  seeds  thinly,  press  the  whole  surface  gently, 
water  moderately,  then  dust  a little  fine  loose  soil  over  all.  If 
the  weather  is  sunny  or  windy,  shade  with  papers  or  a few 
branches,  but  remove  these  in  the  evening.  When  the  seedlings 
come  up  thin  them  out  to  stiffen  those  that  are  left,  and  when 
they  are  two  or  three  inches  high,  they  are  fit  for  transplanting 
into  permanent  quarters.  All  this  should  be  done  in  early 
Spring,  say  March,  April  or  May,  or  in  warmer  localities  a 
month  earlier. 

Again  in  July  or  August  perennials  are  very  easily  raised 
out  of  doors,  and  much  in  the  same  way  as  above.  Transplant 
these  seedlings  in  late  August  or  early  September  to  get  well- 
rooted  stocky  plants  before  winter  sets  in.

HOW  TO  GROW  SWEET  PEAS 

A deep  rich,  moist  soil  is  best  suited  to  Sweet  Peas,  hence 
a trench  should  be  dug  IV2  feet  deep  and  filled  with  very  best 
loam  mixed  with  bone  meal  or  well-rotted  stable 
vines  are  usually  grown  in  double  rows,  with  a wire  tjel  s 
or  a row  of  brush  between.  For  each  double  row  make  the 
drills  about  6 inches  deep,  and  9 or  10  in°hes  apart.  Sow  plen- 
tifully, covering  about  2 inches  deep,  and  by  degrees,  as  the 
vines  grow  up,  fill  the  trenches  with  soil,  and  thin  out  to  about 
2 or  3 inches  apart.  Spring  sowings  should  be  made  just  as 
early  as  the  ground  can  be  prepared.  The  earliest  flowers  are 
from  seed  sown  in  Fall,  preferably  in  a dry  situation,  and  6 to 
8 inches  deep,  giving  them  level  culture.  Sweet  Peas  should 
not  be  grown  on  the  same  soil  year  after  year  If  the  location 
cannot  be  changed,  the  soil  to  the  depth  and  width  of  a foot  or 
so  should  be  removed  and  replaced  by  soil  from  another  part  of 
thq  garden  or  grounds.  If  the  soil  is  in  good  rich  condition, 
bone  meal  is  the  best  fertilizer.

I hosphoric  acid  will  answer. 

The  planting  of  dormant  roots  in  the  latitude  of  Baltimore 
nay  be  done  at  any  time  between  April  25th  and  June  16th, 
I he  earlier  planting  being  preferable.  Plants  must  not  be  set 
i ut  until  all  danger  of  frost  is  over,  say  May  10th.

Cultural  Hints  on  Gladiolus — A sunny  location  is  very  essen- 
tial. The  soil  should  be  one  that  has  natural  drainage,  and 
should  be  thoroughly  enriched  with  well-rotted  manure.  Start 
to  set  the  bulbs  out  about  April  1st.  To  get  best  effects,  have 
about  6 inches  of  space  between  them.  They  usually  flower 
90  days  after  planting.  In  order  to  have  a succession  of  flow- 
ers until  frost,  make  a planting  about  every  10  days,  up  to  July 
1st.  It  is  advisable  to  purchase  the  bulbs  at  one  time,  as  they 
are  frequently  not  obtainable  later  in  the  season.  While  grow- 
ing, bulbs  should  be  thoroughly 
cultivated,  and  should  be  given  a 
• top-dressing  of  Sheep  Manure  and 
Bone  Meal.  As  the  bulbs  begin  to 
flower,  plants  should  be  supported 
with  a suitable  stake,  to  prevent 
them  from  breaking  off.

Special  Directions  for  Planting  Roses — Open  a good  space  In 
he  soil  and  spread  roots;  never  cramp  them  into  a small  hole. 
Do  not  let  manure  come  in  contact  with  roots,  but  place  It 
underneath  and  a layer  of  soil  on  top.  If  the  rose  is  a bush 
hlant,  set  it  so  deep  that  only  branches  are  visible  above  ground, 
and  never  the  main  stem,  but  too  deep  is  as  bad  as  too  shal- 
low; 2 to  4 inches  of  the  lower  branches  may  be  under  the  suf- 
i ace,  but  no  more.  If  the  plant  is  a budded  or  grafted  rose,  be 
i ure  that  the  bud  or  graft  is  fully  3 inchs  below  the  surface. 
Prune  in  spring  only,  when  life  is  just  apparent,  and  remove 
vhat  might  appear  to  be  surplus  wood.  The  strongest  growth 
i hould  be  cut  back  to  within  S inches  above  ground;  the  weak- 
' r growth  to  4 inches.  All  soil  above  the  roots  should  be 
veil  pressed  down.  Peed  your  Roses  with  “Ground  Bone”  and

“Butterfly  Bush,”  was  applied 
to  it  because  it  seemed  to  at- 
tract butterflies  in  large  num- 
bers. Particularly  we  noticed 
that  it  was  not  the  common 
little  yellow  species  of  but- 
terfly, but  rathei  the  large 
and  gorgeously  colored  ones 
that  swarmed  about  it  as 
though  vieing  with  it  in  bril- 
liancy of  color.  This  shrub 
from  a young  plant  set  out 
in  May  will  mature  to  full 
size  the  first  season,  produc- 
ing a handsome  bush  which 
the  first  year  often  attains  a 
height  ot  four  teet.  It  pro- 
duces long,  graceful  stems 
which  terminate  in  tapering 
panicles  of  beautiful  lilac-col- 
ored flowers  that  are  of  min- 
iature size  and  borne  by  the 
hundreds  on  a flowerhead 
which  is  frequently  ten  inches 
long.  A single  plant  the  first 
season  will  throw  out  as  many 
as  50  flower  spikes,  which  in- 
crease greatly  in  number  dur- 
ing succeeding  years.
